CAUSE OF BURST WATER 
MAINS STILL IS SOUGHT 
Y\ fiat caused water mains to burst yesterday-leaving 
Marin Genera! hospital without water for a brief period and 
necessitating dismissal of classes at Marin Catholic high school 
—was still nm definitely known today. 
Assistant General Manager William Seeger of the Marin 
Municipal water district said the matter was still under in­ 
vestigation but he believes a faulty pressure regulator may 
have been to blame. He said five leaks and a major split were 
found in the 12-inch main which parallels Sir Francis Drake 
highway in the vicinity of the hospital and the Catholic 
school at Greenbrae. Repairs were completed and service 
restored by about 11 a.m. yesterday morning, he said. 
Meanwhile, Water District Director Robert Anderson of 
Sausalito declared that the hospital would not have been af­ 
fected by the water failure if the hospital district had taken 
the advice of water district officials. 
Water district officials, said Anderson, long ago advised 
the hospital it should install a water storage tank on. a nearby 
hill to protect against just such emergencies as vesterdav’s. 
A 10,000 gallon tank, it was explained, could be installed 
for perhaps $5,000. Also, water district officials said, they 
had advised a pipeline from Larkspur across the marsh 
paralleling the proposed Bon Air road extension (if and 
when that project is completed) as an alternate source of 
water supply.

500 Turn Out To 
Hear Anti-UN Talk 


Progressive Education ta the Unit­ 
ed States is the UNESCO name for 
its subversive movement ta Ameri­ 
can schools to teach World State 
ideas to American children, accord­ 
ing to Florence Fowler Lyons, Los 
Angeles writer, research worker and 
former teacher. 
About 500 Marta residents heard 
Miss Lyons make this charge last 
night in the gymnasium at the Col­ 
lege of Marta in a sizzling condem­ 
nation of UNESCO for influencing 
American education. 
Miss Lyons’ appearance here was 
sponsored by the American Legion 
which has been investigating some 
of the United Nations world educa­ 
tional projects to consider whether 
or not they are subversives. 
BED SATURATED 
UNESCO (United Nations Educa­ 
tional, Scientific and Cultural Or­ 
ganizations) to a subordinate agen­ 
cy of the United Nations, but Miss 
Lyons said it had been saturated 
by communist front groups and per­ 
sons of known communist leanings 
since it was organized in 1946 and 
1947. 
She said the basic aims of UN­ 
ESCO are two: 
1. To propagandize the American

The dismissal followed an appli­ 
cation by Little for such fees.

She stated that more than 60 
Ü.S. ’en a tors were now working on 
a constitutional amendment to'plug 
this loophole. ‘ 
Article 6, section 2 of the Consti­ 
tution states: “This Constitution and 
toe laws of the United States which 
shall be made in pursuance thereof 
and all treaties made, or which shall 
be made, under the authority of the 
United States, shall be the supreme 
law of the land, and the judges in 
every State shall be bound thereby, 
anything ta the Constitution or laws 
of any State to the contrary not­ 
withstanding.” 
WORLD STATE SUPREMACY 
In general, toe ‘Building Ameri­ 
ca” series of textbooks propose to 
teach the American school child to 
become a citizen of the world, with 
a classless and raeeless society 
brought about by a “marriage of 
the races,” and recognition by the 
people of toe supremacy of toe 
Work! State, 
according 
to 
Miss 
Lyons. 
She said the 
textbook 
series, 
which was written by subversives 
connected with UNESCO, do not 
provide any method of determining 
or identifying communist propagan­ 
da, but become suspect by over-use 
of the word “Democracy,” and over­ 
use bf toe phrase, “rare, color and 
creed.” 
Miss Lyons named as keÿ UNES­ 
CO writer of textbooks, Gene Welt- 
fish, professor of anthropology at 
Columbia University, and said her 
book, “Toward World Understand­ 
ing,” proposed closing* of every pri­ 
vate and parochial school in the 
world. 
COLLECTIVE BRAIN 
She quoted William Benton as 
saying toe UNESCO is for toe first 
time, a collective brain controlling 
the world nervous system of science, 
education and the total communica­ 
tion system, and it will proceed, to 
break down the walls of national 
sovereignty. 
William Benton is head of toe 
Encyclopedia Britannica and head 
of the State Department bureau of 
information.

George Counts, professor at Co­ 
lumbia University, was quoted by 
Miss Lyons as having said in 1932: 
“American teachers must build a 
new social order but th#ÿ cannot be 
held responsible ¿or the kind of 
order they build.” 
She said by 1951, Counts had 
completely changed hip stand in toe 
matter of “world orders” and pro­ 
moted toe movements of various 
states in forbidding the teaching of 
political partisanship and religious 
denomtaa tionalism. 
HISS INFLUENCE 
Miss Lyons said that a large num­ 
ber of extreme left wing Americans 
in UNESCO for the first several 
months of its existence were ap­ 
pointed by the Special Services di-

The budget shows that James Eg- 
gers of Mill Valley, general mana­ 
ger of ihe fair, will receive a salary 
of $3,000 while an assistant manager 
will be employed at $1,400. Twelve 
hundred dollars will be paid for 
an executive secretary. 
Among other costs will be $3,800 
for temporary structures; $2300 for 
electrical wiring; 
and $2,500 for 
preparation of grounds. 
Prizes to exhibitors will be pur­ 
chased from a $9,250 fund carried 
ta toe budget. Last year the fair 
committee was allowed $7,799 for 
the awards. 
According to deLisle funds for 
the budget do not come from the 
county treasury but instead are al­ 
located to each county from state 
taxes on race track betting. Marin 
county was allowed $65,000 for 1952. 
A portion of each year’s alloca­ 
tion is placed in a reserve fund 
for the purchase of a county fair 
ground site, delisle said.

Marin Would Miss Hamilton 
Field More Ways Than One 


Hamilton field is to many Marin residents 
a series of traffic islands in highway 101, some 
hitchhiking airmen, planes overhead now and 
then, and a vague notion that somehow the air 
installation is a part of the national defense 
effort 
, 


There are few who could really evaluate the 
importance of the field to the county as a whole, 


One attempt to put the field in its proper 
perspecive is a lO page booklet just issued en­ 
titled ‘ Hamilton AFB and Your Community,'* 
The information in the bopklet, concise and 
apparently economically produced, was com­ 
piled by the comptroller of the 566th Air Base 
Group. It was * ued with a foreword by Col. 
George F. Anderson, commanding officer of 
the base, 


Colonel Anderson admits that there is no 
way by which the social contribution of the 
field can be measured. But there are indica­ 


tions as to this and solid facts as to the economic 
value. 


At the üeld are, or were when the informa­ 


tion was compiled, 1015 civ ilian employees and 


7718 military personnel. Three thousand fam­ 


ily units arc represented, of which only 350 


can be housed on the base. *^he rest live off 
base, 90% in Marin counts. 
Annual payroll is $26,470,198, civilian work­ 
ers receiving $4,217,370 of it and military men 
the remaining $22,252,828. 
Even though an estimated 75 per cent of this 
goes into retail channels in Marin, this is not 
the full contribution by the icld io our eco­ 
nomic life. In addition, HAF.B last year spent 
$3,922,613 locally for supplies and another $2,- 
• 667,911 for construction and service contracts. 
This grand total of local expenditure, $33,- 
060,722 during 1952, makes H mi Hon AFB one 
of thè two largest industries in the county. The 
other is construction. 
It is easy to overlook the vital part the field 
plays in Marin. It is too easy to pass over lightly 
or almost with derision its contribution to the 
community. 
Actually, however, Marin would miss Ham­ 
ilton tremendously if it were suddenly to be 
disbanded. We would miss the almost uncon­ 
scious feeling of security its planes give in, We 
would miss the dollars which its payrolls and 
its purchases pour through our economic sys­ 
tem. And vve would miss, probably most of all, 
the many fine friends which Hamilton Air 
Force Base has brought to our community.

'Helpless' Russia 
Because of the deep significance of Russia s 
diplomatic rupture with Israel, newspapers will 
continue to comment on it for some time to 
come, trying to interpret Jt, seeking to ferret 
out its inner meanings. 
No imgle editorial comment could cover 
every' angle, and undoubtedly there will be fur­ 
ther developments. Let's look i n t o b a c k ­ 
ground. 
While the young country of Israel w as getting 
started, with its people coming from all points 
of the compass, most of them destitute, many 
flying persecution, they faced hostility of the 
Arabs. The Stern-gang reign of violence ensued, 
an exaggerated vigilantes idea basing on ideol­ 
ogy, patriotism, religion and sheer sélf-defense. 
Need for such tactics waned, but the spirit 
of violence was', not dispelled. The Arabs re­ 
mained unfriendly at home; in Russia, a deiin- 
ite purge of Jews began. 
Presently, the Russian legation in Israel’s key 
dty, Tel Aviv, was bombed by Israeli zealots. 
By this childish act they put Israel on the de­ 
fensive, diluted her position as a martyr, and 
gave Rùssia the excuse long sought for breaking 
off relations. 
It was a thin excuse, as Israel was sincerely 
contrite and tried to make amends. Obviouslv 
it was part of the Soviet’s anti-Semitic campaign. 
The strained relationship would have snapped 
soon, anyhow. 
Russia can now pose as the aggrieved one.

Deduct All The Costs Of 
Earning Taxable Income

Expenses of earning taxable in­ 
come are deductible. 
Uncle Sam says you can deduct: 
“NON-TRADE OR NON-BUSI­ 
NESS EXPENSES.—In the case of

This appears to cover a multi­ 
tude of things. Any expense you 
had that wa* an ordinary and 
necessary expense of earning a 
livelihood appears to be deductible. 
The expense must be ordinary 
ami necessary. It must have a 
direct connection with your earn­ 
ing taxable income, and it must 
not be a personal expense. 
Ordinarily you are not permit­ 
ted to deduct anything for per­ 
sonal and family costs. However. 
in some cases, costs that appear at 
first glance to be personal or fam­ 
ily costs turn out to be business or 
professional costs, or costs of your 
earning taxable income 
For instance: A doctor has a* 10 
room house. He use« 4 rooms for 
his offices, Then he can deduct 
4/lOths of all his cost« for the 
home as business or professional 
coat». That is, such costs as his 
utilities, rent or depreciation on 
the house; cleaning, maintenance, 
repairs, etc. 
x 
Also, to some cases, you rent out 
a part of your house. Then the 
pro-rata part of your costs are a 


proper charge against# the income 
from rent. 
Sometimes it is necessary for a 
salesman to entertain customers in 
his hone. Such expenses are de­ 
ductible. If you take this deduc­ 
tion, then he sure you have docu­ 
mentary evidence to prove you did 
the entertaining and to substanti­ 
ate the expense. 
Your telephone calls for business 
are a proper deduction if you can 
prove the charges. Such as long 
distance calls, telegrams, etc. 
If you use your car partly for 
business and parti? for personal 
use, the costs of using it tor busi­ 
ness are deductible. The costs for 
personal u e are not deductible. 
If you use your home partly for 
business and partly tor personal 
use. then all the costs, rent or de­ 
preciation, maintenance, repairs, 
upkeep, etc., should be pro-rated 
between your business expense— 
deductible, and your personal ex­ 
penses—nondeductible, 
. Wherever you pro-rate costs be­ 
tween deductible and nondeduc­ 
tible, be sure that you use a basis 
that is reasonable and that you 
can prove if you art called upon 
to do sc. 
Almost everything you can spend 
money on is a deduction for some­ 
one, It may be you. 
Here are a few of the common 
expense* th at can be deducted: 
Assistants* automobile, bad checks, 
cleaning, your costs of attending 
conventions, employment agency 
fees, entertaining equipment, de­ 
preciation

THE BROWN MEASURE spe­ 
cifically prohibits a "private meet­ 
ing or executive session* o! the 
legislative body of a local agency, 
except to consider changes brought 
against a public officer, or the 
employment of a public officer.

Adoption of any of the mea­ 
sures, and there appears at the 
present time to be no opposition 
to them, will mean that the legis­ 
lature has taken a forward step in 
spelling out specifically the peo­ 
ple's right to know. 
Obviously, there is much to be 
desired in the measures. They car­ 
ry' no penalties, nor do they apply 
to public records. They do not re­ 
fer to meetings conducted by the 
various agencies of the state of 
California.

It 
is essential that house building con­ 
tinue at the highest level, and elim­ 
ination of blighted and slum areas 
2—Mortgage finance So that more 
people may own their homes, fin­ 
ancing must be available to permit 
a modest down payment and low 
monthly terms. We recommend that 
(a) the proportion of loan amounts 
compared to the value of houses be 
adjusted to conform to today's depre­ 
dated dollar; (b) full statutory 
amortisation periods be permitted 
for FHA and VA loans and longer 
j amortization be provided for in low­ 
er cost housing, and (c) interest 
| rat» be permitted to rise to reflect 
actual mortgage market conditions 
3—-Defense and military housing. 
Defense and military housing titles 
of the National Housing Act should 
be continued only to the extent ne­ 
cessary. 
RESEARCH 
4—Research. To increase the qua! 
ity of low cost houses, the National 
Association of Home Builders has 
established the Research Institute 
to foster field trials of new methods 
and materials, more effective opera 
ttons, correlate and distribute the re- 
I suits of the research.

Magazine Explains 
Electronic Light 


By IRVING DESFOR 
- The latest report on “Speed- 
light,” the modern electronic light 
source, is contained in a 10-page 
review by L. Jules Levitan in the 
February issue of U. 8. Camera 
magazine. 
Photographers 
every­ 
where need reminders, every so 
often, as to what electronic flash 
is, its capabilities and its dangers. 
The report also includes a picture 
gallery of all presently available 
outfits and a directory of m anufac­ 
turers. 
Basically, speedlight is the pro­ 
duction of an electric spark in a 
gas-filled tube causing an in stan ­ 
taneous, brilliant light. T he tubes 
can be used again and again, for 
thousands of flashes, unlike flash­ 
bulbs which are used once then 
thrown away. The duration of the 
speedlight is usually somewhere be­ 
tween 1/ 1,000th to 1 /10,000th of a 
second depending on the type unit. 
This action-stopping characteris­ 
tic of electronic flash Is its most 
fam iliar trademark. 
Fundam entally, a speedlight unit 
consists of two sections: the gas- 
filled tube hi which the flash is 
produced and a power pack which 
furnishes the electrical energy. The 
power pack must take available 
electric current, build It up to a 
high voltage, store it in a capacitor 
until it’s needed then discharge it 
in an instantaneous flash. It may 
take from 2 to 20 seconds to build 
up a sufficient charge in the ca­ 
pacitor but it takes only the dura­ 
tion of the flash—from 1 1,000th 
to 1 10.000th of a second—to un­ 
load it. 
PHOTOGRAPHERS 
h a v e 
a 
choice of units depending on the 
availability of A. C. (alternating 
current). Where it is always handy, 
as in a home or studio, then the 
electric plug-in type is most desir­ 
able. When you take pictures and 
can’t depend on having convenient 
A. C. electric outlets at hand, then 
it is necessary to operate from a 
portable 
battery 
unit. 
Thirdly, 
there 
are 
combination 
outfits 
which can be used Interchangeably 
on battery or A. C. If you take pic­ 
tures in an area whose power sup­ 
ply is only D. C. (direct current» 
then you have no choice. You must 
use a battery outfit. 
There are many advantages in 
speedlight 
portraiture. 
N aturally 
there’s no question of discomfort 
due to hot, glaring floodlights. The 
instantaneous flash Is particularly 
valuable in photographing children 
and in catching fleeting, spontan­ 
eous expressions. The light has a 
softer quality that gives better ren­ 
dition to facial tones. 
In color, too, it has advantages. 
The soft quality is ideal for that 
medium. Electronic flash is also 
consistent in Intensity, duration 
and color temperature for each 
flash tube so acceptable results 
can be depended on after prelim­ 
inary tests have been made. 


BESIDES THE advantages, we 
m ustn’t 
overlook 
th e 
disadvan­ 
tages. T he initial cost of a speed- 
light u n it is quite high but it m ay 
be m ore economical in the long ru n 
fen: anyone who uses a great n um ­ 
ber of flash bulbs. Its bulk an d 
weight are at a disadvantage w hen 
com pared to a flashgun. The p rin ­ 
cipal criticism has to do w ith iU 
danger potential and th e greater 
possibility 
of 
som ething 
going 
wrong because it is a m ore com pli­ 
cated piece of equipm ent. If one 
p a rt fails, the entire u n it m ay not 
function. In such a case, it is m ore 
difficult to diagnose th e trouble 
and m ake a repair or replacem ent 
th a n w ith a flashbulb battery case. 
If som ething does go wrong, it is 
not advisable to go poking around 
for tfie source of trouble unless 
you’re experienced in electronics or 
know exactly w hat you are doing. 
Some units incorporate a safety 
sw itch to discharge th e high volt­ 
age w hen the cover of the power 
pack Is opened. B ut it’s better left 
for a qualified repairm an to tinker 
w ith. The point is th a t ali th e units 
on the m arket w*re safe to handle 
if used norm ally and with common 
sense, like th e common electric 
switches 
around 
th e house. 
In 
everyday living, we are aw are it 
would be dangerous to remove the 
sw itch cover and handle the wires 
w ith th e current on. A speedlight 
power pack deserves equal respect, 
a t the least. 
Speedlight negatives are gener­ 
ally developed 25%, or more, longer. 
If developed norm ally, the nega­ 
tives are usually l e s s contrasty 
th a n we have been used to. E ither 
added exposure or added develop­ 
m ent tim e will com pensate for the 
slight difference. 
T he disadvantages, h o w e v e r , 
have been overshadowed by w hat 
electronic flash has, and can do 
because it’s a rapidly expanding 
field. Along w ith color, sound and 
stereo, it is p a rt of the new era of 
photography.

From cactus land have 
many plants of weird structure, 
Most possess thorn« which have 
developed through the aeon* to 
protect these plants from destruc­ 
tion by hungry animate. 
But all plant® with thorns are 
not cactus; the rose la a good «Te­ 
am pie. Botanists have set up six 
characters a plant must possess to 
belong among the cacti. The fruit 
must tee a oue-ceBed berry. On 
Umi common opunta, for example* 
a Tmh dark or bright red, pulpy 
limit site ©n the top of a leaf. 
Sometimes several sit there, In 
these pulpy fruit the seeds are 
sprinkled in a hit-or-miss manner. 
Each has a one-celled berry. 
From this seed the new plant de­ 
velops, It must have two cotyledons 
or seed leaves. The true cactus be­ 
gins life this way. 


WHAT TO DO 
IN

Remember you stft have time to 
act out gladiolus, and hert are a 
few simple suggestions: 
1 p la n t early; when bud* start 
«welling on fruit trees set out a 
first batch; make successive plant­ 
ings every three weeks; results:

each conn thoroughly before you 
set It in the ground. 
3 Use DDT; it’s 100 per cent ef­ 
fective In keeping gladiolus pest- 
free. 
4 Or make a dip using one tea­ 
spoon Lyaoi to a quart of water. 
Soak conn for three hours and let 
drain, then plant

tion, thrip, the worst enemy, com­ 
ing from nowhere and then seem­ 
ing everywhere, attacks leaf blades 
and bloom petals of the gladiolus 
Prevent this by:

dises«. 


A TRUK CACTUS plant possess­ 
es special organs called areolea 
These are the pockets in which sit 
the hairs or thorns. Hot only that, 
even roots, new joint* and flowers 
originate from the areolc®. 
Tim flower of the cactus Is borne 
above the fruit. The ovary of the 
flower, which later becomes the 
fruit, must be below the point at 
which the petals are inserted The 
flowers» of course, are always 
strong-colored wRh the many pet­ 
als formed In a funnel or cup. 
The stigma, that Is, the female 
part of the flower which receives 


the pollen, is always divided into 
a number of lobes in the cactus. 
And of course cactus is peren­ 
nial. 
But let us pass from this strictly 
botanical outlook on cactus. Let us 
study the flowers. We find many 
colors among them, and some ar­ 
tists claim cactus flowers rival the 
rainbow. Among the choHa cacti, 
which are the type that grow tall 
and cylindrical-like, the petal col­ 
oring follow# every conceivable 
mixture of red, yellow and blue, 
the three primary colors of the 
spectrum. Thus flower petals pos­ 
sess red, yellow, orange, green, 
blue, Indigo and violet, More than 
that, these colors shade into one 
another so that they become Indis­ 
tinguishable. Even old - rose - pink 
rotor wflf be found among cactus 
flowers. 
ANOTHER F E A T U R E about 
these flowers Is that they reflect 
the soil condition. Of course cactus 
Is not alone In this. Rose# reflect 
their soil. And s o do the fall col­ 
ors In the leaves of the sweet gum 
tree, Hquidambar. Their leaves will 
brighten up considerably if the 
gardener will just remember these 
treat low? iron to their soil. All he 
has to do la provide an iron sul­ 
phate fertiliser twice a year. When 
this material is scattered to the 
soli, and washed down to the roots, 
that fa» the leaves brighten with 
a delightful show. 
Cacti have adjusted themselves 
to happy growth under still an­ 
other hostile condition. They have 
developed a body which will tol­ 
erate months of flare high tem­ 
peratures. They have a body which 
stores water when it is available, 
and gives It out as needed during 
the long months when drink is not 
to tee had either iron rains or wa­ 
tering pot. This means, of course, 
## far as these cacti are concerned, 
gardeners can spend more tone to 
Yoeemite than otherwise. Their 
cactus plant will not have dried 
out nor died during their absence. 
However let me hasten to say, 
for a prosperous cactus garden, es­ 
pecially pot-grown or those to “the 
little Artoona** section of the home 
garden, water must be given dur­ 
ing summer. With it plants grow 
strong and remain healthy. 
NEGLECT IN cactus results In 
insect Invasion Ants brims meal 
bugs, and they might bring scale. 
The gardener must keep an ever- 
vigilant eye against these intruders. 
Cacti grow all siaes, ranging 
from the (Man! Sajuaro weighing 
tons and specimens of which are 
M*en along the highway or railroad 
when you take that trip through 
Arizona, to small Button Cactus. 
These plants, though insignificant 
and scarlet fruit which the desert 
traveller can’t miss. 
Your collection should include 
forms which art suitable for pot 
culture, and forms which wont fill 
up and crowd quarters In too short 
a period. 
What type of soil will the cactus 
take? Well-drained soil is the bast. 
It can contain good loam which 
has been screened to ctean it of 
unwanted materials, organic mat­ 
ter in the form of leaf mold or very 
old manure, and gritty sand or

Plant Camellias 
Same Level 
As In Nursery 


In 
your camellia, a good 
rule to follow is to plant to the 
level to which it was planted in 
the nursery. Where a large bole 
tots been dug in planting, the soil 
is apt to settle. Pack the soil 
firmly underneath the plant with 
your foot and, to aUow for further 
settling, plant two or three inches 
higher 
t h a n 
the 
surrounding 
ground. If your camellia is balled 
in burlap, place it in the hole with­ 
out removing the burlap 
Then 
when the hole is half willed with 
soil, cut toe burlap away from the 
trunk of the plant and fold it back 
leaving It to rot; then fill in the 
rest of toe hole with soil, pressing 
down firmly around the ball with 
foot or hands to make sure no air 
pockets remain. 
If the camellia is in a container, 
remove the plant being careful not 
to break the ball of earth. If it 
should happen to be pot bound, 
loosen the matted roots a UtUe so 
they will have a chance to grow 
out into the soil, being very care­ 
ful not to damage the root system. 
If your camelia has been grown in 
a tin container, such as a gallon or 
five gallon can, make two cuts on 
either side of toe container from 
top to bottom with tin snips or

gravel which makes the soil open 
and loose, enabling both air and 
water easy permeability. 
ALL OF THESE ingredients 
should be well prepared, mixed 
thoroughly, and wet down. The 
mass should be permitted to dry 
out a bit, stored when it becomes 
ready to use for the cactus plants. 
Always for cactus toe soil should 
be to good crumbly condition, fine 
and Iboee, and not baked or hard- 
crusted. 
The finest cactus garden I’ve 
seen was constructed with the soil 
built up Into a plateau. Rocks were 
assembled, toe cactus planted, and 
toe top surface covered with grav­ 
el. Those plants grew exceedingly 
well, bloomed, fruited and grew 
Into the picture 
the 
designer 
planned. 
Of course there are specialist 
nurseries, and too, there are sev­ 
eral good books on cactus. There is 
toe Cactus Society, which offers 
Information and a journal. The 
following types are recommended 
for the amateur: 
O p u n 11 a versicolor, Staghom 
choHa; Opuntia spinosior, Cane 
c h o l l a s ; Zygocactus truncatua, 
Christmas cactus; Mamiilaria bo- 
easana, Powder puff, Ariocarpus 
fissuratus, Mexican Living Rock; 
Cephatocereus senilis, Old Man 
Cactus; Erlocereus Martini!, Moon 
Oereus, Trichocereus Spachianus, 
White Torch Cactus. 


At this time of year gardeners 
everywhere turn their attention to 
the porch or closed garden* in 
winter, especially during c o l d 
morning days we are inclined to 
“hang around the house”, instead 
of springing into the raw air out 
in the garden. 
Porch gardening toe California 
way has much to offer since It 
permits toe use of plants suitable 
for both indoor and outdoor cul­ 
ture. In other words-a gardener 
to California can bring onto his 
porch, plants which rightfully be­ 
long to toe outdoors, but also types 
adjustable to indoor culture. He Is 
able to get these plants to go on 
blooming and providing color even 
though the season for such dis­ 
play has long past. 
SUCCESS WITH porch plants 
depends upon aspect and situation. 
A warm sunny porch, one receiv­ 
ing afternoon sun will become a 
veritable fairyland of color. In 
vuch an exposure plants are able 
to grow vigorously and are able 
through both light and warmth to 
put on new growth which provides 
bloom wood. The choice of plants 
suited for the warm sunny porch 
te limitless both in truly woody 
plants such as bovardia, gardenia, 
and Meyer lemon. Plants of suc­ 
culent growth grow well indoors, 
and good examples include impa- 
tiens, geraniums and Lady Wash­ 
ington pelargoniums. 
The porch favored by shade is 
kept at a lower temperature all 
season long. In such a porch, either 
screened or glassed in, woody 
plants of a wider selection become 
useful. Nandina, bamboo, podo- 
carpus, palms, Justicia, and fu­ 
chsias, just to list a few, n, y be 
grown. ¡Such plants will look well, 


California Important 
Vegetable State .. 
Almost one third of all commer­ 
cial vegetables produced in the 
United States are grown in the 
eleven Western states, with Cali­ 
fornia the most Important vege­ 
table-growing state in the nation. 
This important standing of the 
Western states is brought out in 
the new book, “Vegetable Produc­ 
tion,” by John H. MacGillivray, 
professor of vegetable crops on the 
Davis campus of the University of 
California College of Agriculture.

WHAT ARE RIGHT conditions 
for plants in the California porch 
garden? Ventilation is paramount» 
The doors or windows must be 
open once every day so that new 
fresh air may circulate. Plants 
grown to a stuffy mom can never 
do their best, either in growth or 
to bloom production. Ventilation 
must be gained without draft. 
Indoor garden plants want their 
soil healthy. Too often soil in the 
pot or wooden container is al­ 
lowed to harden up, and color up, 
too. The color comes mostly from 
salts which pile up from toe fau­ 
cet water. 
So» of toe potted plant should 
be “doctored” once in awhile. This 
Is accomplished easily. One method 
is to remove from the pot the top 
two inches. This can be replaced 
with fresh soil. 
Fresh so» should contain equal 
ports of leaf mold, cow manure, 
garden 
loam 
which has 
been 
screened to loosen it, and gritty 
river sand. 
AFTER A PLANT has been pro­ 
ducing Well, which means of course 
putting out new fresh foliage as 
well as bloom buds, it may be givan 
some plant food Liquid fertilizer 
is good, and so Is a commercial 
fertilizer. The idea is to select one 
providing the element of plant food 
which will da the specimen most 
good. Thus for a leaf or foliage 
plant fertilizer rich to nitrogen is 
besMuod for a plant which you 
wish to put out bloom, then fertili­ 
ser rich in potash or phosphoric 
acid is best. 
For indoor gardening strict at­ 
tention must be giten to watering. 
The plant’s cant be forgotten. 
They must receive water regularly 
and they must receive plenty of 
it. A good plan is to provide water 
when the plants require it, give 
plenty at toe time, and withhold 
water at other times. 
Soil remains healthy and en­ 
courages roots if it possesses at a» 
Limes a certain amount of water. 
Cheated of this, potted soil soon 
goes dead. And it is one of the most 
difficult things to grow roots to 
dead aoU.

Additional funds are needed this 
year to finance the expanded blood 
donor program now that the Red 
Cross is recruiting blood for gamma 
globulin, the new weapon against 
paralysis from polio, as well as 
blood for use by the armed forces. 
This new activity taken on by the 
Red Cross at the request of the 
defense department, means in­ 
creased blood quotas for Marin 
county, which fast year gave more 
than 6,000 pints. 
ANOTHER SERVICE of the Red 
Cross that affects practically all 
Marin county homes is the water 
safety program, 
This ever-growing project saw 
more than 3,500 children in the 
county receive basic training in 
Swimming and water safety last 
summer alone, and the chapter 
hopes to have enough funds to ex­ 
pand its program to include many 
moie this year.

“And th e second is like onto it. 
Thou shalt. love thy neighbor m 
thyself, 
“O n these tw o com m andm ents 
hang ail the law and th e p ro p h ­ 
ets/* 
This question was asked on T ues­ 
day of Holy W eek, the last week 
of our Lord’s life on e a rth (except 
for 
H is R esurrection 
reap p ear­ 
ances), 
THEY STILL ARE THE 
two 
greatest of ail com m andm ents. We 
would readily adm it th at, but do 
we practice them in our 
daily 
lives? 
W ho were these P harisees who. 
from the beginning of Jesus' teach ­ 
ing, 
opposed 
H im so 
bitterly? 
According to H, Ai. Scoli, they 
“form ed a fratern ity w ith peculiar 
vows which separated them from 
th e heathen, th e common people 
and the Sadducees. 
“T he great m ajority of Jews 
were pharisees in belief, b u t only 
about six or seven thousand were 
m em bers of th e brotherhood. They 
represented th e authority of the 
Scriptures in hom e, school sy n a­ 
gogue, courts of law, and daily life. 
‘ They engaged in business, and 
th eir 
goods 
were 
legal 
tender 
everywhere. 
T hey 
were 
united, 
seaious, dogm atic, patriotic, stood 
tor the people against rulers and 
hierarchs.“ 
BECAUSE C H R IST PA ID no 
atten tio n to th e separation p rin ­ 
ciple of the Pharisees, and often 
came in contact w ith uncireum - 
ciaed Gentile» and diseased p er­ 
sons, violated th e S abbath in their 
m inds because He healed on th at 
day, and because the people hailed 
Him a» the son of David, they 
hated Him and sought diligently 
to destroy Him. 
It was now Jesus’ tu rn to ask a 
question. 
Seeing *the 
Pharisees 
gathered together. He asked them , 
“W hat think ye of C hrist? whose 
son is he? They say unto Him , the 
son of David.“ 
“How then doth David in spirit 
calf Him Lord, saying, T he Lord 
sard unto my Lord, Sit T hou cm my 
right 
hand, till I m ake 
thine 
enem ies thy footstool?" 
T he Pharisees refused to answer, 
thus proving th eir incoi» netence to 
teach th e higher tru th s of th e Old 
Testam ent.

Him everywhere, Jesus showed how

M ethodist poet, C harles Wesley, 
was confessing his own fall from 
grace in this grand old hym n, one 
of th e best-loved in his list.

les and his brother, Jo hn, it c a r­ 
ried th e title. “A fter A Relapse 
In to Sin.“ In th e original poem, 
th e tw elfth line read: “Let me 
now m y fall lam ent." In more re ­ 
cent versions th e word “sins" has 
been substituted for “fail.“ 
T he hym n tune was taken from 
th e opera, “Oberon," w ritten in 
1826 by B aron C arl M aria von 
W eber, one of G erm any’s m ost 
distinguished com posers of operas, 
sym phonies, and piano scores. 
TH ERE IS AN IN TERESTIN G 
anecdote associated w ith “D epth 
of M ercy.“ An English actress, ac­ 
cording to the story, was attracted 
by the hym n one day as she heard 
it being sung in a prayer-m eeting 


unfitted the Pharisees and scribes 
were to be the m inister* of th eir 
people. 
“TH E SCRIBES AND Pharisees 
sit in Moses’ seat: All therefore 
w hatsoever they bid you observe, 
th a t observe and do; but do not ye 
after their works* for they say, and 
do not. 
“For they b ind heavy burdens 
an d grievous to be borne, an d lay 
them on m en’s shoulders; b u t they 
them selves will n o t move th em 
w ith them w ith one of their fin ­ 
gers. 
“B ut alT their works they do for 
to be seen of m en: they m ake 
broad their phylacteries, and en ­ 
large th e borders of their garm ents. 
And love the upperm ost rooms a t 
feasts, and the chief seats in th e 
synagogues, And greetings in th e 
m arkets, and to be called of m en, 
Rabbi. Rabbi. 
“B ut be not ye called R abbi: for 
one ia your M aatot 
even C hrist; 
and all ye are brethren. 
And call 
no m an your fa th e r upon 
the 
ea rth : for One is your F ath er, 
which is in heaven. 
“N either be ye called m asters: 
for one is your M aster, even C hrist. 
B ut he th a t is greatest am ong you 
shall be your servant. And whoso­ 
ever shall exalt him self shall be 
abased; and he th a t shall hum ble 
him self shall be exalted.“ 
“B ut woe unto you, scribes and 
Pharisees, hypocrites!” said Jesus, 
rebuking them in severe phrases 
for th eir sins and shortcom ings. 
“Woe unto you, for ye devour 
widows’ houses, an d for a pretence 
m ake long prayer: therefore ye 
shall receive g reater dam nation/* 
HE ALSO ACCUSED THEM of 
“com passing sea an d land to m ake 
one proselyte, an d when he 
is 
m ade, ye m ake him twofold m ore 
th e child of hell th a n yourselves/’ 
“Blind guides," He called them , 
and “fools and blind." These were 
strong words for one so kind and 
gentle, but the hypoctlsy of these 
socalled teachers h u rt him deeply. 
T he futility of His efforts to 
m ake these m en of Jerusalem see 
tire wickedness of th eir ways an d 
to change them , are in Jesus’ words 
a t the conclusion of this ch ap ter: 
“Q Jerusalem , Jerusalem , thou 
th a t 
killest t he 
prophets, 
and 
stones! them w hich are sent u n to 
thee, how often 
would I have 
gathered 
thy 
children 
together, 
even as a hen g ath ereth her chick­ 
en* under her wings, and ye would 
not.*

Marin by organising and main­ 
taining a semi-professional sym­ 
phony orchestra competent to per­ 
form a regular concert season, and 
to provide a means for musical 
self-expression of serious amateur 
and interested professional musi­ 
cians. 


THREE 
RESIDENTS 
of the 
county were the originators of the 
orchestra, which had begun as a 
rehearsal orchestra intended to of­ 
fer an opportunity for Marin coun­ 
ty musicians to get together and 


play for the sheer love of creating 
fine music. Jean Mattos Maguire 
and Ann Oppenheim of Mill Val­ 
ley, with Christina Dewey of Bel­ 
vedere, worked long and hard dur­ 
ing the entire summer of 1961 in­ 
viting both amateur and profes­ 
sional musicians to join the group, 
and also succeeded in securing 
Maestro Gastone Usigli as con­ 
ductor. 
The first year was devoted solely 
to rehearsals, although twice dur­ 
ing the 1951-52 season the re­ 
hearsals were opened to friends 
and relatives of the orchestra 
members. However, an open re­ 
hearsal with a limited attendance 
did not offer a tangible goal 


toward which the group could 
work, and it was felt that the or­ 
chestra would function on a high­ 
er level if a regular concert sea­ 
son were established, with the or­ 
chestra becoming a permanent 
part of the Marin cultural scene. 
After discussion, a plan to or­ 
ganize a permanent orchestra was 
adopted, and during the summer 
of 1962 officers and a board of di­ 
rectors were chosen. A brochure 
was prepared and plans formulated 
to find financial support 


THE GUILD OFFERS also, to 
the parents of musically gifted 
children, to music teachers and to 
the music departments of Marin 
schools the inspiration and the 


means by which musical training 
can be carried to the most ad­ 
vanced stage. 
Since the first concert in Decem­ 
ber many more county musicians 
have joined the Guild. Most of the 
members are drawn from Marin, 
although a few outside the com­ 
munity have been included on the 
basis 
of 
interest, 
ability, 
and 
regularity of attendance at re­ 
hearsals. From all indications, this 
orchestra, formed by performing 
musicians and far-sighted citi­ 
zens, an orchestra of high musical 
standards and accompUAhmfr^tft 
will play a v i t a l p a r t in the 
cultural enrichment of the Marin 
community. The Guild is a non­ 
profit organisation.
